Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative briefly discussed a possible amendment 
to claim 1 to overcome the cited art. Examiner noted the differences, and suggested filing the amended set of claims 
through official channels, however remarked that the amendment would most likely require further search and 
consideration to determine if the changes place the entire application in condition for allowance. Applicant's 
representative agreed to file the changes along with an RCE. Further, Examiner confirmed that claims 10-12, 14-17, 
19 and 22 stand objected for depending on a claim which presently stands rejected, however would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. 
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
